WHEN Men are ſo bold as to venture into a Philoſophi- 


cal Deſcription of the Trinity, we quickly ſee them ſo unhappy © 
as to plunge themſelves quite out of their Depth, and loſe. 
themſelves in their Inquiries into the deep things of God, 


which no Man knoweth but the Spirit of God: So that at 
the Coft of others, and that very Learned Men, we have rea- 
Jon to be convinc d of the Impoſſibility of defining the Trinity, 
and ſearching out the Almighty to Perfection. And there- 
fore my Deſign in this little Piece is barely to compare the Scrip- 
tures together that relate to the threePerſons of the Godhead, 
and ſhew how they ſpeak of them as GOD and ONE GOD, 
(for there can be no more.) And tho, according to the Scrip- 
tures, I believe them to be perſonally diſtinguiſh'd, ſo as that 
the Perſon of the Father is not the Son, &c. I dare not pre- 
zend to deſcribe the Modus, or how the Divine Perſons are 
three, which God hath not revealed, and I look upon as an 
znexplicable Myſtery : But my Intention is merely to evidence 
this, 'That true and proper Divinity muſt belong to the 


Son and Holy Ghoſt ; and that withthe Father they are one

Text, and deal more unfairly with the Word of God, than
